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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/23/2006 after a Final Office Action have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art . See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, both Adari and Urban are related to testing to determine whether fault 
exist on the CPE side or the provider side. Furthermore, Adari disclosed that each MTU is 
installed in each line that is used to determine fault between the CPE side and the provider side 
(see col. 3 lines 16-42; Fig. 1). Thus, Adari required plurality of testers for testing of the 
customer premises equipment connected to a plurality of lines. Thus, one of the ordinary skill in 
the art would motivate to modify Adari plurality of tester into a single tester that capable of 
testing a plurality of lines as described in Urban. 

In response to applicant's argument regarding claim 1 7 that there is no suggestion to 
combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art . Sec In re 
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Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 

USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, again both Adari and Masor are interested in 

determine whether fault exist on the CPE side or on the provider side. Adari is directed to 

MTU (i.e., network interface) at the customer location that is connected between the CPE and the 

provider. Masor on the other hand, also disclosed on a network interface connected between the 

CPE and the network provider and also providing testing purposes. Masor further describe the 

network interface in more detail. Thus, one of the ordinary skills in the art would motivate to 

look into Masor for any lack of detail features of the MTU described in Adari. Therefore, one of 

the ordinary skills in the art would motivate to combine their teaching without suggestion or 

motivation found within their teaching.
